Brixen, July 26. 

HIS Morning early tame the News, 
that Baron Hayndel has taken the Paffes 
of Scharnitz and Leitafch. Two Wag- 
gons were taken from the Bavarians 
near Zirl, in which were found 60000 

Guiders. P.S. A Courier has brought Advice 
to the Generals Guttenftein and Mary. that the 
Bavarians have been defeated near Infprivk,and that 
Rothemburg and Kufftein are recover'd out of the 
Hands of the Elector, for which we Sing Te Deum 


to day. 


Vienna, Au uft 1. ‘Two days ago, Captain Gel- 
iorf pert being fent Exprefs by General 
Guttenftein, who brings an Account that on the 24th 
paft the Peafants of Tyrol took the Caftle of Ro- 


themburg and put feveral hundred: Bavarians to the 


Sword, and from thence march’d with all their 
Force towards Infpruck. That the Generals Solari and 
Guttenftein, after they had held a Council of War 
at Brixen, march’d with fome Regular Troops and 
Militia, and attack’d the Enemy pofted in or near 
the Brenner Berg with fo much Vigour, that they 
were oblig’d to fly and leave behind them all their 
Tents and Baggige ; Whereupon the Elector of 
Bavaria march’d wich all the Troops he had left, to 
retire by the Pafs of Scharnitz into Bavaria, but 
Baron Hayndel had a little before taken that Pafs 
from the Bavarians left to defend it, and garrifon’d 
it with 6co Soldiers and as many Peafants: So that 
the Elector was oblig’d to fight his way through, 
which coft him a great number of Men, for the Dif- 
pute lafted 6 Hours. General Guttenftein is at In- 
fpruck. 
the Imperial Army encamp'd at Hauntheim, 
Auguft 4. On the firft came Advice that the Elector 
of Bavaria was matching back out of Tyrol with 
sooo Men, leaving the Paffes of Kufftein and Ro- 
themburg garrifon’d with 600 Men, the reft. of the 
1ooco Men with which he entred into that Country 
being cur off. The Elector having retreated part of 
his Way, 2 Body of Regular Forces and Peafants 
attack’d him on all fides, and kill'd abundance of his 
Men, among them the Count of Verita and the 
young Count of Arco. On the 3d‘came Advice. 
from the Enemy, that they could not fetreat out of 
Tyrol, the Imperial Troops and the Peafants being 
pofle(s'd of all the Paffes. 
Ratiben, Auguft 6. We receive good News dail 
from Tyrol, the lofs 6f the Bavarians being both 
confirm’d and angmented ;° they tell us the Elector 
himfelf is wounded with 2 Mufquet-fhots, and is fo 
hem'd in on all fides with his Regiment of Life- 
that it will be difficult for him to get off 
afe. 


From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Auguft 


Salezbourg, July 29. "Lis fufficiencly confirm’d that 
the Bavarians have been worfted and loft a great 
maay Men in Tyrol; and feveral Couriers haye. 
through this Place. to Vienna with the News. 
Rothemburg is garrifon’d with S00, and the Pafs of 


Staub with 50, Imperialifts. ’Tis faid the Bavarians 
had 3000 Men kill’'d in the Fight on the Brenner 
Berg, and that the Elector of Bavaria was oblig’d 
to move into the Stubigerdale with 1500 Men. A 
apeeia fent to Vienna by General Guttenftein, who 
pals'd through this Place, affur'd us, that ‘tis cercain 
the Imperialifts have recover'd feveral Places in 
Tyrol from the Bavarians, "ead 
Ratsbon, Auguft 6. The Elector of Bavaria is in 
good Health ar Midwalt. The Fortifications of the 
als of Scharnitz are demolifh’d by the Bavarians, 
who have Garrifons in Ehrenberg, Reita and Kuf- 
ftein. Whether the Brenner Berg is at prefent in 
the hands of the Imperialifts or of the Bavarians is 
not certainly known. 
Rivole, July 22. Laft Night a great Detachment 
of the French came to the Mountains, ’tis thought 


‘they will march tomorrow towards the narrow 


Paffage that leads to Tyrol, from whence it is di- 
ftant but 8 Miles: but, 4 Miles from hence in the 
fame narrow Way are potted 3000 Imperialifts, Re- 
gular Troops, and 4000 Peafants, who will difpute 
that Paffage with the French. ’Tis faid the Duke 
of Vendome with another part of his Army will en- 
deavour to make himfelf Mafter of Trent. ‘ 
Vienna, Auguft 1. We have receiv’d Advice from 
Italy,. that the Duke of Vendome being arriv’d with 
12000 Men near Rivoli, inftead of attacking the 
Troops which General Vaubonne had pofted in the 
ordinary Paffages of the Mountain Baldo, pafs’d that 
Mountain by unfrequented Ways, and continued 
his March towards Tyrol: And that, thereupon 
General Solari with 5 Battallions, fomé Recruits, 
and fome of the Militia of. the 5 Vicarages of Caftel- 
barco, is march’d towards Roveredo, to joyn Ge- 
neral Vaubonne, in order to. make head againft the 
French. 
By the Neutral Countries we have the following Ad- 
vices from Bruffels, printed. oe 
From the Camp of the Duke of Burgundy at Wilfted, 
July 26. The Letters from Bavaria confirm that the 
Elector is Mafter of all Tyrol; that General Lutzel- 
bourg, after having forc’d feveral Paffages guarded 
by Regular Troops and Peafants, has taken in a very 
little time the Fortreffes of Ehrenberg and Reuta, 
fituate on the Lech on the Frontier of Swabia, tho’ 
the latrer was efteem’d very ftrong ; and that the 
Garrifans of thofe Places are conducted to Bregentz 
on the Lake of Conftance. There are Advicts like» 
wife which fay, that the “Detachment which his 
Electoral Highnefs order’d to march to meet that 
from the Army of the Duke of Vendome, have 
poffefs’d themfelves of the Paffage of the Brenner, 
which is the moft important Pafs between Infpruck 
and Tyrol. 
Pars, Auguft 3. Yefterday arriv’d at Court a 
Courier fent by the Prince of Vaudemonr, with the 
News, thar the Garrifon of Berfello, confifting 
1500 Men, of which 400 are Sick, furrendred 9. 
Difcretion on the 27th of laft Month; And t 
there were found in the Place’ 132 Pieces of Bhar 
‘Cannon, fome Mortars, a great quantity of A rafs 
and other Ammunitions in Propogtion. A Co rms, 
Uricr 
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from the Duke ef Veudome has brought Advice, 
that the Duke having march’d with the Detachment 
order’d to joyn the Eiector of Bavaria on the Right 
and Left of the Lake of Garda, was arriv’d with- 
out meeting any oppofition at Torbole, a Town at 
the end of the Lake, belonging to the Emperor ; 
that he attack’d andtook it,with no more lofs than of 
50 Men kill’d and wounded ; and that he found in it 
a great quantity of Ammunitions,Corn and Oars,and 
50 Barks that were to have been employ’d to tran{- 
port Provifions on the Lake. The Troops were 
within 4 Leagues of Trent, towards which they cou- 
tinued their March. Tomorrow the Marfhal de 
Vauban will go Pott from hence for the Army of the 
Duke of Burgundy. 


From the Army of the Allics commanded by the Duke 
of Marlborough, excamp’d at Opheeren, Auguft 13. 
The Artillery and Ammunition which is to be em- 
ploy’d in the Siege of Huy being all imbark’d 
at Maeftricht, was to day convoy’d up the 
River to Liege by. 3 Batvallions of the Garrifon of 
Maeftricht. We continued encamp’d at Borchloen 
while this Train was fhipping at Maeftricht, and 
this Morning early broke up from thence and march'd 
hither. This Evening the Count de Noyelles is to 
march to Liege with a Detachment of 6 Batrallions 


“and 10 Squadrons to joyn the Batrallions from Mae- 


ftvicht, which will be like'wife reinfore’d with one 
Batrallion of the Garrifon of Liege, and with this 
Body of Troops the Count will March on the other 
fide of the Maes, convoy the Ships up to Huy, and 
take peft before it on that fide the River: As foon 
as a Bridge is laid over the River he will be joyn’d 
by 5 more of our Battallions. The Head Quarters 
of the French Army is at Heylefem, from whence 
the Marfhal de Villeroy went yefterday to vific Huy, 
in which are 3 Battallions commanded by Monfieur 
de Millon, who was Governour of the Chartreufe of 
Liege when it was taken laft Year. Tomorrow we 
thall advance to Tourine,and on the 15th inveft Huy 
on this fide. 


London, Auguft 9. On Thurfday laft the Captains 
Allen, Crow, Grevil, Bertie, and Cavendith, were 
tried by a Court Martial for not fighting the 
French Men of War off Scarborough ; the two fire 
were fentenc’d to lofe 3 Months pay, the 3 laft 
‘were honourably acquitted. 

On Friday Mr. Hill went down the River to em- 
bark in the Henriecta Yatch for Holland,from thence 
to, go to the Court of Savoy.
